Father Andrei Uru.sov, S.J., 
workl-famou.s lecturer and 
an authority on Communism, 
spoke to the Alverno stu¬ 
dents, Fob.

Watershed Post Seen as Vital to City 


At the last regular meet¬ 
ing of City Council, Fir. 
Marshal Bert Embree was 
appointed to the Los Angeles 
County Watershed Commis- 
.slon, to serve for a term of 
two years, representing this 
city on this important com¬ 
mittee. 

The commission was or¬ 
ganized in the spring of 1954, 
following the Monrovia Peak 
Fire that ravaged the hill¬ 
sides behind Sierra Madre. 
Its purpose was to work to¬ 
gether, and with, the local 
I'’oothill Cities, U.S. Forest 
.Service, Los Angeles County 
Fire Department, and Flood 


Control agencies to formu¬ 
late a plan by which the val¬ 
uable watersheds, which fur¬ 
nish water to the under¬ 
ground source of supply, can 
be saved from destruction by 
fire. 

One important step taken 
recently, which is evident in 
this city, was the compila¬ 
tion of the uniform Foothill 
brush area ordinance. This 
city adopted a revised ver¬ 
sion,^ called the Protected 
Fire Area Ordinance, last 
summer which deals with 
the patrol and protection of 
the watershed area behind 


the city, by Inflicting regula¬ 
tions that will lessen the 
dangers of fire by keeping 
hazardous conditions at a 
minimum, both in the brush- 
covered foothills, and the 
areas adjacent thereto. 

ANOTHER important ac¬ 
tivity, in an area already 
burned, as in the Big Santa 
Anita Canyon, is the con¬ 
struction of debris basins, or 
small dams along the stream 
beds, to avert the mass ero¬ 
sion of bare hillsides into the 
canyons and eventually 
down into the populated 
areas, damaging homes and 


clogging up the natural op¬ 
erations of the many spread¬ 
ing grounds found in the San 
Gabriel Valley, such as we 
have here in the east end of 
town. 

Marshal Embree feels 
gratified at this appoint¬ 
ment, as the activities are 
right in line with fire pre¬ 
vention, and more important, 
are in the interests of the 
residents of Sierra Madre 
for further safety and pro¬ 
tection from the dangers of 
fire and/or flood in the 
mountains which enhance 
our city.
